Today there is widespread testing 
of cattle for tuberculosis and the 
vaccinating of calves in the Bang's 
disease program, this with dehorning 
other vaccinating and treatment of 
sick animals makes a good corral and 
chute an necessity ona farm where 
there are cattle. 

There has been some serious ac- 
cidents both to humans and to stock 
in the past which could have been 
avoided if the proper handling fac- 
ilites had been available. A small 
corral with a chute and squeeze gate 
is of great value to any stock pro- 
ducer, if at present feeding corrals 
are being used or if your present set 
up has no corrals at all it will soon 
prove its value in handling stock 

In building a corral] of the type re- 
quired the essential features are loc- 
ation, size, strength and adaptability 
to your reauirements. Where a large 
herd is kept a corral with more cap- 
acity is needed in some cases it may 
be used for sorting, but for many 
farmers a corral of about 80 feet by 
100 feet will serve nicely. 

The posts should be solid and ex- 
tend 7 feet above the ground placed| 
‘at 8 foot intervals, The rails may be! 
| planked or poles, an entrance gate 
|from outer corral or yard, placed in
